This growing use of Negro po

of hiring Negroes as patrolmen. 

It also is an acknowledgement 
that Negroes in the South are be- 
coming factors to be considered 
in elections. 

Lest the employment of Negroes 
as policemen stir resentment 
among portions of the white pop- 
ulation, each city reporting their 
use says they are drilled never 
to arrest a white man unless they 
summon white officers. The 
nivy exception to this rule, each 
‘ity ted, would be in a case 
where failure to arrest a white 
man would result in danger to life 
and property.

When Hitler occupied the 
Czech provinces in March, 1939, 
he invited Catholic Father Josef 
Tiso to set up a regime in Bratis- 
lava. 

Sixty percent of Slovak voters, 
it is officially admitted, originally 
hailed Tiso and his black-booted 
Hlinka Guard, which comically 
aped the German SS. 

It also is admitted Tiso collabo- 
rated so faithfully with Hitler. in 
foreign policy that Slovaks really 
had a large measure of independa- 
ence in managing their internal af- 
fairs. 

But “collaborator” is now a 
fighting word. 

By 1944, majority of Slovaks 
had changed their political opin- 
ions. They revolted against occu- 
pation by the Wehrmacht. Fifteen 
thousands were reported slain. 

Many ex-Nationalists are now 
just as ardent Czechoslovak Re- 
publicans and it is a Major crime 
to agitate against political broth- 
erhood of the two races. But it is

Slovak courts have tried only 
10,000 persons for alleged collab- 
oration with Nazi Germany. Five 
thousand were acquitted and 
most.of the remainder given light 
prison terms.

more than 800 discharges for disloyalty reasons, high Army quar- 


ters have disclosed. 

That number was dismissed be- 
tween July, 1946,.and April, 1947, 
compared with only 61 discharges 
for the same reasons from the 
start of World War II to July, 
last year. 

The figures were disclosed as 
the House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities prepared to open 
an inquiry Monday into all types 
of Communist infiltration, includ- 
ing reports that thousands of fel- 
low travelers can be found among 
enlisted and officer personnel in 
the Army and Navy. 

One high ranking general staff 
officer told the United Press that 
the Army is more concerned with 
combatting Communism in this 
country than abroad. He said the 
campaign to weed out Army sub- 
versives is being intensified on 
the following basis: 

1. Strict loyalty checkups on all 
new officers brought into the 
Army under the 50,000-man expan- 
sion program for the regular of- 
ficer ranks. - 

2. A close check on civilian em- 
with removals for ‘“‘sub- 
versive activity or affiliation” 
under Public Law 808. 

3. A thorough checkup on those 
already employed by the Army 
and officers who are in “sensitive” 
posts holding or with access to 
secret information involving the 
national security. 

4. A new drive to give the sol 
dier the Army's high command 
views on Communist methods of 
infiltration and spying. These in- 
clude wide distribution of a book, 
‘Soviet Spies,” by Richard Hirsch, 
“The . tory of Russian Espionage 
in North America,” and talks-to 
all troops on “Communism in the 
United States.” 

Some quarters indicated dismis- 
sals had occurred mostly in activi- 
ties dealing with top secret weap- 
ons and the overseas occupation 
forces. 

One officer said many Red sym: 
pathizers had poured in when the 
Army opened the gates for new 
civilian employees to man_ its 
civil affairs branch. Lovalty checks 
followed and many dismissals re- 
sulted, particularly in the Euro- 
pean command 

A high ranking officer said the 
Russians have American democ- 
racy on the defensive, and the 


American people must be told the 


‘truth’ about Communism. 

The Army is now teaching its 
officers and enlisted men that 
Communism “seeks the downfall! 
of the American. system of Gov- 
ernment.”

He said that ordinary Republi- 
can officials here would be per- 
mitted to continue their jobs and 
added that they had been asked 
“stand at their posts.’ Repub- 
will be per-

Said. 

Asked about such high officials 
as Republican Vice Premier Ganl, 
who is now in Batavia, Van Mook 
said: 
“If they keep quiet they can live 

here without difficulty. They 
will be protected for a while and 
will not be arrested.’ 

Seizure of the Indonesian build- 
ings followed swiftly after two 
quick developments earlier Sun- 
day—an Indonesian proposal to 
settle the impending conflict by 
arbitration and summary Dutch 
refusal. 

A Radio Moscow broadcast 
heard in London, quoting reports 
from The Hague, said that hostill- 
ties between the Dutch and In- 
donesians started Sunday at vari- 
ous points in Java and Sumatra. 

The Indonesian request to arbi- 
trate the impending conflict 
through appointment of a neutral 
nation as conciliator was handed 
to the Dutch commission genera! 
Sunday morning. 

The Dutch reply, in the form 
of a letter, reportedly was hand 
ed to Pres. Sutan Sjahir of the 
Indonesian Republic Sunday after- 
noon by Dr. J. Visser, second sec- 
retary of the Commission Gen- 
eral. 

Reliable reports said the Com- 
mission General informed Sjahir 
that it had no power to act on 
the arbitration request because its 
authority had been returned to 
the Dutch Government in Holland 
on June 20. 

The dispute centers about the 
Indonesian demand for complete 
independence and recognitiow of 
the sovereignty of Indonesia. The 
Dutch insist upon implementation 
of the Linggardjati agreement of 
last March 27, which laid the foun- 
dation for a United States of In- 
donesia within the Dutch Empire.

Evidence 
For Loyalty Tests 


The acute need for some sort of loyalty tests 
for Federal employees was emphasized by the re- 

aia _ port that simple departmental investigations 
have resulted in 811 Government workers being discharged. And, 
more alarming. a big majority of these were employed by the 
War Department, an ideal spot for Communists and fellow trav- 
elers to pick up information which would be of interest to Moscow. 

Out of 190 discharged and 10 applicants for jobs who were 
turned down,.the War Department said 158 were “ineligible for 
employment for loyalty invelving Communism.” This was the 
only report which showed the exact type of disloyalty involved, 
but the number of Communists and sympathizers probably will 
run proportionately in other departments.

T » om. Many Congressmen mav have voted against 
ax evision overriding the Presidents veto of the second 
tax reduction bill because they believe a completely renovated 
tax system will become a reality next year. A congressional 
committee begins drafting an overhaul of-the entire tax structure 
in November and is expected to be ready to submit a plan to 
Congress when it convenes in January. 

The need for a sound tax and fiscal structure to replace the 
present haphazard arrangement has been emphasized again in a 
report of an independent, privateiy-financed survev. The re- 


port was written by Benjamin U. Ratchford. economics professor 
at Duke University, and was approved by the Committee on Public 
Debt Policv headed by W. Randolph Burgess, Vice Chairman of 
the National Citv Bank in New York. 

Perhaps the most significant reason given for the pressing 
need for revision of the tax structure was that the present system 
imposes “heavy and increasing penalties upon those who make 
the extra effort, take the extra risk and assume extra responsi- 
bilitv.” The report warned that what it termed the “vast and com- 
plex” Federal structure is getting out of hand and is sorely in 
need of streamlining, but warned that indiscriminate retrench- 
ment might be detrimental, especially to Government services 
“which have neither dramatic public appeal nor lobby to support 
them.” 


Evidently the U. 8. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission is not too impressed with the

progress the United Nations Atomic Commission is making 
toward international control of the bomb. 


While Soviet Deiegate Andrei Gromyko is insisting that the

WASHINGTON .—Results from the latest polls 
taken by Dr. George Gallup. the eminent publie 
opinion expert, show that President Truman 1s 
being written off as a losing candidate for re-election

Rewarding 

Mediocrit 

From time to time, complaints 
have been made about the usurpa- 
tion of l¢gislative power by the 
President and his adminigtration, 
and some of these complaints-have 
been justified. Even the Supreme 


Court has done its share of en- 


croaching upon both the legisla- 
tive and executive branches of the 
Government. But the pendulum 
has now swung the other way and 
too little attention is being paid 
to the usurpation of executive 
power by the Congress. 


The evils resulting from the 
usurpation of power by either the 
legislative or the executive branch 
may be different in their immedi- 
ate results, but in the long run 
both hurt the governed. When the 
executive grabs more power than 
rightfully belongs to him, the gov- 
ernment moves—it gets things 
done—but too frequently it moves 
without due consideration. When 
the Congress is in the saddle, 
measures that ought to be taken 
are not taken—things just don’t 
get done. The government moves 
too slowly, and the delay takes 
its toll among the governed. 


BY FAR the most frequent and 
flagrant invasion of executive 
rights and powers by the Senate 
lies in the gross and cynical mis- 
use of the power to confirm Presi- 
dential appointments. 


It has been axiomatic for 
years that the Senate will cén- 
firm any sitting member of 
Congress, regardiess of party, 
for any office for which the 
President’ might nominate. him. 
It has the same weakness for 
any lame duck who, even if only 
briefly, has been a member of 
Congress. If assumes, or insists 
upon bestédwing on everyone 
who has taken the oath as a 
member of Congress, every 
Christian virtue, high intellec- 
tual qualities, and great probity 
of character. 


The Republican Senate even 
confirmed recently for a place on 
the Customs Court, one Jed John- 
son, a Democratic lame duck from 
Oklahoma, whom it never would 
have thought of confirming if he 
had not served as a member of 
the House until his constituents 
caught up with him. The fact that 
the voters in his Congressional 
district decided that he was not a 
fit representative did not matter. 


“The people be damned,” said the 


Senate, as if made him a repre- 
sentative of the entire country. 


THERE IS also the case of Rob- 
ert F. Jones, whom the President 
(whose chronic complaigg is that 
he cannot get high-class men to 
accept public office) had seen fit 
to nominate for the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. Only 
President Truman knows why he 
withdrew the nomination of the 
highly qualified and experienced 
Ray C. Wakefield after it had 
been sent to the Senate, and sub- 
Stituted for him such a man as 
Jones. As a member of the House 


of Representatives, Mr. Jones has 


been an uninspiring political hack. 
But he was a: Representative, a 
Republican this time, so that, de- 
spite his lack of qualifications, he 
was confirmed by acclamation. — 


The Senate seems more dis- 
posed to reward mediocrity, 
especially Congressional medi- 
ocrity, than it does to permit 
the President to exercise his 
Constitutional right to appoint 
administrative officers whose 
qualifications the Senate ought 
to pass upon without prejudice, 
solely from the point of view of 
ability and character. Take the 
case of Francis Biddle, who 
served with distinction, both as 
a judge on the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, and as At- 
torney General, to mention 
only two of the posts that he 
has filled, with credit both to 
himself and to his country. 


Sen. Vandenberg, who has pre- 
viously blocked the appointment 
of Mark F. Ethridge to administer 
the $300,000,000 voted for Greece. 
‘arbitrarily refrained from present- 
ing Mr. Biddle’s name to his com- 
miftee, with the result that Mr. 
Biddle requested the President to 
withdraw his name. Here was one 
man arrogating to himself the 
right to deny confirmation to a 


man who had been a conspicuous- | 


ly able public servant as well as 
an outstanding citizen. Sen. Van- 
denberg objected to both Eth- 
ridge and 
were “New Dealers,” a particular- 
ly vague\charge that does not 
specify any disqualifications. 


SINCE the. Republicans,. be- 
cause of their control of the Sen- 
ate, exercise an absolute veto 
over the power of the President 
to appoint, they should be doubly 
careful not to abuse that power. 
The tests which the Senate ought 
to apply to any Presidential ap 
pointee are three: Is he honest?’ 
Is he Ioval to his country? Is he 
equal to the job? 

To go further than this means 
that the Republicans have taken 
their ascension to power last year 
as a mandate to staff the execu- 
tive branch of the Government 
Under our constitutional system. 
they will have no such mandate 
until they win the Presidency.

Poland Wants 


Germany 
Kept Down 


WASHINGTON, July 20—(/)— 
Poland, which refused to take part 
in the Paris talks on the Marshall 
plan, is attempting to persuade 
the participating powers indivi- 
dually that no stable peace can be 
expected if German industry is 
revived. : 

Poland’s Ambassador here, Josef 
Winiewicz, said in an interview 
Sunday that Poland’s diplomatic 
corps is approaching the various 
governments to protest any plan 
‘which would either (1) give pri- 
iority to German needs over World 


the II allies, or (2) give Germany 


the chance to become again the 
industrial giant of Europe. 

The Ambassador also said that 
Poland has found it difficult to 
‘increase its sales in the American 
market. For that reason it ap- 
plied for credits to buy American 
cotton, but was refused. The Poles 
now use Russian cotton, but it is 
‘less desirable for their purposes. 

Poland failed to get extensive 
American loans last year. She has 
now applied to the International 
Bank for $600,000,000 to modern- 
‘ize her mines and railroads. 

Winiewicz said his government 
“feels great alarm that Germany 
‘may be helped to modernize her 
factories at the expense of her 
neighbors.” He recalled that this 
happened after World War I with 
the help of American credits. 

Since the occupation German 
industry has been limited through 
a Big Four agreement which either 
forbids or severely limits those 
sections of industry which could 
ibe useful in war. Now, at the 
‘Paris talks, it has been suggested 
jthat no Western European recon- 
‘struction can be considered with- 
out the inclusion of Western Ger- 
‘man industry. 
| France also is eyeing the Ger- 
Iman situation worriedly. French 
‘Ambassador -Henri Bonnet said 
Friday that any British-American 
decision now to revive German 
‘industry might “greatly endanger” 
|\Europe’s efforts to put into effect 
‘the Marshall plan for European re- 
‘covery on a self-help basis.

The Flue-Cured Tobacco Co-oper- 
ative’ Stabilization Corporation, 
which operated last year on to- 
bacco markets of Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, has completed 
plans to extend its operations to 
Georgia and Florida markets, L. T. 
Weeks, Secretary-Treasurer, an- 
nounced today. 

Weeks said that the Co-oper-: 
ative would pay an average of 
40 cents a pound for tied tobacco 
turned over to it this season com- 
pared with 32.1 last season. The 
40-cent figure is 90 percent of 
parity as of June 15. The average 
for untied tobacco will be 36 cents 
per pound. 

The tobacco Co-operative buys 
tobacco from its stockholders when 
they are dissatisfied with bids 
they receive for their leaf on ware- 
house floors, and Weeks said that 


bacco it purchased last season. 

Weeks said that the Co-opera- 
tive, which has headquarters here, 
will open a branch office at Val- 
dosta, Ga., to handle its Georgia-
